This situation, which 
ig @ menace to men in uniform, is out- 
side the control of the war depart- 
ment, the bulletin stated, adding that 
some cities have been declared “out 
of bounds, because of this danger.” 

Asserting that the general public is 
not properly codperating with the 
government in combating the social’ 
scourge, the bulletin stated that this 
city is undergoing an “ effectie clean- 
up campaign.” 

The report further stated that the
